regardless of local conditions, pref- 
erences, or prejudices, 
is that of 


Mayor. Ho will be the executive head 


of the city government, charged with 
the (July of making effective th# un- 


tried provisions of the new law. The 
man elected to this Important office 


should be no experiment, 
but 
one 


tried before In positions of trust He 


should bf a man of stalwart and tin- 


yjplding probity, unassailable charac- 
ter, firm and established convictions 


founded upon an. intelligent study of 
the lav/ which he will be sworn to 
execute. Ho must have that discrim- 
inating sense of justice which 
will 


enable him to discharge the import- 
ant duties of an 
examining court, 


which he- will be called upon to per- 
form. 


Without iabiting any in-vidious com- 


parisons, we are prepared to say that 
no man in Newark possesses all the 
elements that would go to make a 
successful Mayor to a greater extent 
than the Democratic candidate, An- 


drew J. Crilly.

Canal Treaty Ratified. 


'By vote of 73 to 5 the Senate rati- 


fied the Panama canal treaty. The 
practical unanimity of action was not 
surprising, for the project is certainly 
not one on which tae great parties 
have differed, nor was the attempt to 
have the instrument amended more 
than the suggestion of caution as to 
terms affecting a gigantic enterprise 
which must have an. international stat- 
us. The Democratic senators have ac- 
quitted themselves of the duty resting 
upon them to offer ample safeguards 
and to make explicit provisions over 
which nations may quarrel in the fu 
ture. 
No snich amendments were 


adopted, probably fear of inserting any 
new features that might obstruct rati- 
fication by the Colombian congress be- 
ing one deterrent, and mere party ob- 
stinacy being another. Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, the one man who 
fought persistently for making the 
treaty unassailable is the 
accepted 


father of the canal project in its later 
rhases. 


Approval by the Colombian congress 


is expected, but not until after much 
debate. Tae Colombians favor the en 
terprise. for it means nrjcli lo that re- 
public, especially 
during the actual 


time of construction, and the $10.000,- 
000 to go to its treasury is a regular 
bonanza. Then $*rt/KW.O(t<i is lo be 
paid the French company owning Hie 
concession. By July 1 ail the prelimin- 
aries are expected to ha've been con- 
cluded, and wJifn the dry season of 
•early winter opens 1ho real work of 
discing: will bf started.

•of the entire scheme have been finish- 
er], and are of intestitnable value. Mod- 
ern m'Oihods will be employed on the 
canal work, and the United States will 
have another chance of astounding for- 


fjgn countries with the manner of 
handling a great undertaking.

prosecutor against the Ohio River &

A XAPANEBE FOUND THE OEEM. 


Dr. Shlicci Said to Hare Discovered 


the Daclllait Which \ew Bacteria- 


In Claimed to Dewtroy—Llve» 


of HontB of liublea May Be Saved 
by It. 


Physicians and bacteriologists are 


much Interested In the reported discov- 
ery of Dr. Siuion Flexner of a serum 
to cure cholera iufantum and epidemic 
dysentery, says the New York Herald. 
If the report be true, they declare the 
lives of thousands of children will be 
saved every summer. 


The germ of cholera Infantum was 


discovered several years ago during an 
epidemic in Japan by the famous Jap- 
anese bacteriologist, Dr. Shiga. 
Later 


Dr. Flexner, \vlio is professor of path- 
ology in the University of Pennsylva- 
nia and who is to be chief of the Rocke- 
feller Institute of Medical Research, 
was sent to Manila to study Philip- 
pine diseases. 


There he discovered that Shiga's 


germ was very similar to that of epi- 
demic dysentery. 
Returning to this 


country he worked for more than a 
year with several assistants to discover 
i' serum which would destroy the germs 
of these diseases. The report comes 
that he has succeeded. 


Dr. Louis Fischer, whose recent suc- 
•essful experiments with a new anti- 
streptococcus serum for scarlet fever 
lave aroused much interest, said: 
"Since the Shiga bacillus determined 


:he true origin of dysentery various 
bacteriologists have proved the truth 
of Shiga's assertion. 
Professor Flex- 


ner, who is an eminent authority, lias 
followed the same lines, and it is not 
it all surprising to learn that he has 
solated a pure culture of this germ, 
fioin which, by inoculation into ani- 
mals, this healing serum has been pro- 
duced. 


"The mortality of cholera infantum 


was exceedingly great last summer 
notwithstanding the very cool weather, 
f proved effective, this serum will be 
iie means of saving thousands of chil- 
dren who succumb to this disease." 


Dr. Edward K. Dunham, a personal 
Wend of Dr. Flexner, said that, while 
1ae dysentery bacillus is very closely 
affiliated with the bacillus of Sniga, the 
two are noi absolutely identical. He 
explained also the difference between 
antitoxins and bacteriolysius. The for- 
ner do not kill the germs, but simply 
neutralize the poison; the latter corn- 
>letely destroy the germs by absorbing 
hem. Dr. Flexner's serum is a bacte- 
iolysin. In the -laboratory tests with 
animals and with the serum alone the 
:erms have been completely digested 
>y the serum.' 
Dr. Herman M. Biggs, who is in 
barge of the division of bacteriology 
f the health department, said that this 
erum is still in the experimental stage, 
le admits that it produces a considcr- 
ble degree of immunity in animals, 
but added that we shall be better able 
to judge of its value next summer, 
when it will be used by the health de- 
partment in cases of cholera infantum. 


Dr. Henry D. Chapin said: "As far 


as I know, the germ of cholera infan- 
tum has never been discovered. It is 
quite possible that several germs may 
be responsible for it. The true cholera 
infantum is rather rare in this lati-

,when the terrible eruption of Mont Pe- 
lee occurred, arrived at New York the 
otiier duy, ragged und scurred, in the 
steerage of the steamship Fontabelle. 
He was in a dungeon of the St. Pierre 
prison at the time of the catastrophe, 
says the New York Times. 


When seen on board the vessel before 


the representatives of a circus could 
provide him with better and warmer 
clothing, he presented a pit'able specta- 
cle. 
He had on a rather ancient blraw 


hat, was barefooted, wore a suit ol 
clothes of the thinnest texture and a 
threadbare and ragged .overcoat. The 
bare feet were scarred with frightful 
marks of the experience he had under- 
gone, while those parts of his body that 
were/ visible were burned in numerous 
places, the white scars on the black 
skin giving him an uncanny appear 
ance. He is about tweuty-se\en >ears 
of age. 


In his peculiar West Indian Frenc-h 


the man, talking through au iuterpre 
ter, tried to tell his story. 


"It was just a month before the ex- 


plosion," he said, "that 1 was impris- 
oned. I am a carpenter and had been 
working in St. Pierre. One day I got 
into a quarrel with a man over some- 
thing—I have forgotten what—and the 
end of it was that in the fracas 1 stab- 
bed him and was arrested. At first I 
was put to work on the roads with the 
other convicts. I continued to do up- 
time in that manner until about four 
days before the eruption, when I got 
into a light with one of the convicts 
and beat him over the head. For beat- 
ing that fellow I was placed in the sec- 
ond tier of the dungeons, and that is 
why I am here to tell the story of that 
awful thing that took place four days 
later. 


"When Pelee exploded, I thought it 


was thunder, but when the noise grew 
louder and louder I heard the terrible 
shrieks and cries from the people 
above, all of whom, I afterward found 
out, had been killed by the hot mud 
and ashes from the mountain. I know 
something awful \vas happening. Very 
soon the dungeons commenced to get 
hot, and the straw in my cell caught 
fire from the mud and cinders that got 
in from above. 1 stamped the tire out 
with my bare feet time and time again.

Dr. Flexner consented the other night 


to talk to .1 reporter of the New York 
American about bis discovery. 
He 


said: 


"It is not true that the scrum has 


been used with success on human be- 
ings. It is not yet sufficiently perfect- 
ed for such practice. 


"The experimental work that led up 


to the present advanced stage of the 
quest of this remedy was begun in 
working along the line of acute dysen- 
tery. 
Dr. Shiga. a famous Japanese 


bacteriologist, studied the epidemic 
that attacked the Japanese soldiers 
during the Chinese campaign of 1902 
with the allied troops. He isolated the 
true germ. I did the same thing in the 
Philippines. 


"I found that the germs of epidemic 


dysentery and the ordinary ailment 
were the same and responded to tfce 
same tests. The next great step for- 
ward was when Dr. William H. Welch 
of Johns Hopkins university aud my- 
self proved that the germ that caused 
cholera infantum was identical with 
the germ of &higa. Theu I began ex- 
[teriments* to determine the serum."

Ever since the president's comic op- 


era raid on the Mississippi caneLirakes 
western senators und representatives 
have been telling him Unit bear, deer 
nnd elk are simply overrunning the 
Uocky mountain region. s.i.\ s n Wash- 
ington special to the New York U'orid. 


Mr. Roosevelt is getting ready to in- 


vestigate these tales. He is going about 
It seriously and has planned a sys- 
tematic campaign. 
After 
carefully 


comparing notes and the properly at- 
tested reports of trusted friends he has 
selected the places which seem most 
promising of results and has ai ranged 
to camp out there. 


March 110 is the date on which the 


president has been planning to start.on 
his hunting trip. 
At the^atest he 


hopes to get away by the end of .March. 
There will be no more stops than are 
absolutely necessary. 
The president 


and his party will stop first in northern 
Colorado. They will leave the railroad 
well up toward the Wyoming line and 
plunge into the heart of the Rockies. 
They will have as few guides as they 
can get along with and a small Back 
train to carry their camping outfit.' 


In northern Colorado Mr. Roosevelt 


will pay'particular attention to bear. 
That is not a good region for other 
game, but the president has been told 
bear are so plentiful there that they 
tramp,on one another's toes. He will 
hunt there for a week or ten days and 
gradually work north into the Big Horn 
mountains, in northern Wyoming. 
'" 


He will camp along the Powder river, 


one of the historic streams of the west, 
and penetrate the Hole In the Wall 
country. 
There his party will be 


strengthened by a few hardy "cow 
punchers," for he will be on dangerous 
ground. The Hole In the Wall region 
Is said to be nlive with big game of all 
kinds, but it is also known to be the 
icndezvous of about the toughest gang 
of desperadoes in the country. "Laugh- 
ing Sam" Carey, who is many times a 
murderer, is the chief of the band, and 
he is surrounded by forty or tit'ty crim- 
inals. 


Their presence has kept hunters away 


for years, and bear, elk and deer have 
found that section a safe haven. Mr. 
Roosevelt has no intention of entering 
the Hole In the Wall itself, for fear his

posse, but he will go as close to it aa 
is considered safe. 


Buffalo ford, on Wind river, is one 


of the places where camp will be pitch- 
ed. The ford derives its name from 
the herds of buffalo that used to cross 
the river there. They sometimes still 
wander down that way from the park, 
and the president hopes to get n shot 
at them. 


From there the party will enter the 


hunter's paradise of the west—the fa- 
mous Jackson's Hole country. Jack- 
son lake is in the heart of the Teton 
range at the southern end of the Bitter 
Root mountains. The Teton range is 
on the Idaho-Wyoming line, and the ' 
Hole is near the southwest corner of 
the park. The Hole is literally filled 
with game. Bear are not so plenti- 
ful there as farther east in the Pow- 
der river country, but great herds of 
deer, elk and moose, with now and 
then a few buffalo, roam the hills and 
canyons. 
* 


For years men have fought for the 


privilege of hunting in Jackson's Hole, 
= 


and many a sportsman is buried there. 
The Hole is near the Blackfoot res- 
\ 


ervatiou, and tbe Indians guarded 
the secret of its hunting grounds so 
well that for years the whites knew 
nothing of the game that overran the 
country. 
When they learned of it, 


they began to intrude. 
The Indians 


considered that the whites were violat- 
ing their rights and showed fight. Many 
battles were fought, and men .were 
killed on both sides. In later years the 
surrounding settlers joined in with a 
view of driving tbe Indians out of the 
region, and several times the battles 
became so furious that troops were 
asked for to end the jvar. 


I 
More than once regulars were sent 


Into the Hole country to restore peace. 
Kigbts between the Indians aud tbe 
settlers aud hunters became so fre- 
quent that the western people ajritated 
the question of annexing -Jackson's 
Hole to the National park as tbe only 
way of ending tbe trouble. 


Only In recent years has there been 


no fiuhting. and there is still an abun- 
dant of game there, as tlie country is 
too wild to be invaded except by the 
mo«t intrepid bunters in well equipped 
parties. The president will remain jn 
;i:i<l arouu'l the Hole until it is timo 
to board bis tniiu for St. Lo;i:s. where 
lie •niil attend the dedication of the 
•tvorkTs fair grounds on April 3a He 
mar KO up into tbe Bitter Uoot<*. in 
southeastern Montana, and inlo tbe 
li<-:mT canyon district in Idaho, but 
ho v.ill s-Tn-ud most of his Jimv in tbe 
XtU'i.s.
